THE Weſtern Territory, as already hinted, confifty - 
of two parts, viz, the territory North-weſt, and the 
territory South, of the river Ohio. Over each of which, 
as being comprifed within the limits of the United States, 
Congreſs exereiſes juriſdiction. And though neither being 


organized with the full powers and authorities of in 


pendent ſtates, is intitled to a complete repreſentation in 


the national legiſlature, ſtill the laws of the Union are of 
ſorce as they reſpect them. 


By an ordinance ® of Cofigreſs, of the 13th of July 1787, 
and by ſeveral ſtatutes ſince the eſtabliſhment of the — | 


ſent federal conſtitution, each territory, for the purpoſe, 
of temporary government, forms a diſtrict, and has a go- 
vernor, ſeeretary, and three judges, The governor holds 
his office, ſubject to removal, three years; the ſecretary, 
four; the judges during good behaviour. They are ap- 
pointed by the preſident of the United States, with the ad- 


vice and conſent of the ſenate, and are required, as alſo. 


the members of the legiſlative council, When there ſhall 


be a legiſlature, to take an oath or affirmation of fidelity 


and of office. The governor of either diſtrict muſt have a 
freehold in a thouſand acres of land, and reſide therein, 
He is, ex officio, ſuperintendant of Indian affairs, and come 
mander in chief of the militia within his diſtrict ; may ap- 
point all military, except general officers; and, for the 
time being, all ſubordinate magiſtrates and civil officers ne- 
ceſlary for the preſervation of peace and good order. And 
when there ſhall be formed a general aſſembly, he is to 


compoſe a branch of the legiſlature, to have a negative on 


the laws, and a power of convening and adjourning the 
other branches. In cafe of vacancy, by death, removal, 
reſignation or neceſſary abſence in the 

the ſecretary ſupplies his place during the vacancy. He 
alſo muſt reſide in the diſtri for which he is appointed 


This ordinance was entered into for the government 
of the territory north-weſt of the Ohio; but, by an act of 
Congreſs, of the 26th of May 1790, it is declared, that

| and if not diſapproved by them, they have a bind- 
ing efficacyin all parts ot the ſaid diſtricts; ſubject, however, 
to-be repealed by the governor and judges, if found to be 
inconvenient, or to be altered by a future legiſlature. - 
Whenever it ſhall happen that there are in either ter- 
ritory five thouſand free male inhabitants of full age, 
a-legiflature is to be formed, conſiſting of the gover- 
nor, a houſe of repreſentatives, and a Te iflative coun» 
cil. The repreſentatives are to be choſen by the people, 
and aj rg in ſuch manner, that there may be ont to 
every five hundred free males, till they amount to twenty · 
five; after which their number and proportion to be re- 
gulated by the legiſlature, They are to be choſen for 
two years, and vacancies to be ſupplied by new elections. 
The legiſlative council is to conſiſt of five members, 
to be nominated by the houſe of repreſentatives of the 


_ diſtrict, and appointed by the preſident and ſenate of the 


United States; double the number to be appointed being 
returned to the preſident in ſuch nomination. They are 
ta continue in office five years, unleſs ſooner. removed, 
Three to form a quorum, The qualifications of a repre- 
ſentative are, having been three years a citizen of one 
of the United States, or. having reſided three years in the 
diſtrict for which he is choſen, being ſciſed in fee ſimple 
of two hundred acres of land; and being reſident in fach 
diſtrict; of a member of the legiſlative council, a freehold 
in five hundred acres of land and reſidence in the diſtrict;

It is a fo declared in the ſaid ordinance, that the eſtates 
both of reſident and non-reſident proprietors, dying inteſtate, 
ſhall deſcend, in equal portions to their children, and the 
deſcendants of deceaſed children; ſuch deſcendants tak} 
in equal parts, the ſhare of their deceaſed anceſtor z 
that were there are no lineal heirs, the next of kin in 
equal degree, ſhall inherit equally; that, among collaterals, 
the children of a deceaſed brother or ſiſter of the inteſtate 
ſhall have equal parts among them of their parents 
ſhare; that there be no diſtinction between Kindred of 
the whole and half blood; and that the right of dower 
be, in all caſes, ſaved to the widow of the inteſtate. 
That the above law, relative to deſcents, ſhall be in 
force till altered by the legiſlatures of the diſtrics 3 and 
that, till laws be adopted by, the governors and judges, 
eſtates may be deviſed and bequeathed by wills in writing ; 
and real eſtates conveyed - by. leaſe and releaſe, or 


bargain and ſale.— Then follows a, general recognition of

Whekein are reſerved to the people 
the privileges of being free from moleſtation on account of 
religion; of the writ of habeas corpus, and trial by jury; of 
hail, except in capital cafes ; and of being ſecure in their 
liberties and property; and wherein are prohibired, immo- 
derate fines and cruel puniſhments; the application of 
private property or ſervice to public uſe without juſt eom- 
penſation, laws invalidating private contracts, and ſlavery
